Deai Courisel:

I write to file a complaint (“Complaint™) against: 1) Congressman Howard Bermian; 2)
Congressman Berman’s authorized campaign committee, Berman for' Congress (FEC #
C00147686), and 3) a pro-Berman Super PAGC, the “Comruittee to Elect an Effective Valley
Congressman™ (FEC # C00507228) (“Berman-Super PAC”) (collectively, “Respondents™). This
Complaint, which alleges coordinated communications among Respondents in violation of 11
CFR 109.21, is squarely within the Federal Election Commission’s (“FEC” or “Commission”)
;i,u_ris,dict'ion, Accordingly, and for the reasons stated below, I respectfully request thit the
Commission investigate this matter and penalize Respondents for their blatant coordination.

Factual Background and Summar nt

This Complairit will lay out tlie most clearly documented case ever put before the FEC regarding
coordination among & candidate, an authorized campaign committee, and a Super PAC. The:
chief conduit for this coordination is political consultant Jerry Seedborg, who, at all relevant
times, has worked for and received payments from both Berman for Congress and the Berman:
Super PAC.

The most important requirement impesed unon Super PACs is that a candidate campaign
committee and its consultaat(s) cannot coordirita campaign strategy and message witlt a Super
PAC and its consuitant(s). Here, the consultant is the same person; Jerry Seedborg.

Betmian for Congress and Congressman Betthan have a longstanding relationship with pehtlcal
consultant Jerry Seedborg. This relationship goes back at least 30 years. On his websites', Mr.
Seedborg prominently features words from fellow longtime political consultants for Betman for
Congress—Congressman Berman’s brother Michael and his partner, Carl I’ Agostino: “Every
time Berman and D'Agostino Campaigns has a campaign project-we tiitn to Jerry Séedborg and
his Voter Gu1de Slate Card for help Jerry has been a trusted friend and talented consufiant for
30+ years. »2 Michael Berman is not only the brother of Howard Berman, he is also a strategist
for Berman far- Congress Frem 2600 to 2010 Berman for Congress paid Michael Berman over

Berman for Congress hias retained Mr: Seedborg and his company, Seedborg Campaigns, Inc.
(“Seedborg Campaigns™), for consulting and other related serviéés iri connection with
Congressman Berman’s current race for California’s 30™ Congrcssxonal District: From-January 1
to March 31, 2012, Berman for Congress paid a total of $132,300*to Seedborg Campaigns and
Mr, Seedborg for consulting and other related servwes

Mr. Seedborg cledrly krnows the. strategic assurptions behind Berman for Congress’ campaigh
strategy ahd was paid over $132,000 to develop'campalgn strategy. Mr. Seedborg then began
advnsmg and -ercating-targetod mailings oa behelf of ‘the Bersvsan Supar PAC, From Janwuary 1 fo
March 31, 2012—the samre period of time Mr. Seedborg and Seedborg Campaigns received:
$132,300 frqm Berman for Congress—the Berman Super PAGC incurred 2.$23,595 debt.to Mr.
Seedborg’s slate card compéry, Voter:Guide Slate Cards (“VGSC™), for thie drafting, désign,
targeting and production of pro-Berman slaté cards.to bé mailed to cértain voters within
California’s 30™ Congressional District.®

For all intents and purposes, Mr. Seedborg and his two companies—Seedborg Campaigns and
VGSC—are one.and the same. Mr. Seedborg is the founder and principal of S-eedb_ozg
Canipaigris, and he describes hiinself ori'VGSC’s website as the founder and prinicipal of

'VGSC." Additionaily, boih:companies are Joeoted at the same address (6285 E. Sprin %Stmet,

Suite 202, Long Beach, CA 90808) and have the same phone number (562-425-5251),
regulatlons on coordiadtion treat the owners, officers, and employees of a campaign vendor dsa
smgle unit.’

‘This unity between Seedbofg Campaigns and VGSC exists not only in terms of ownership,
physical location, ‘and telephone nuimber; but also with tespect to both companies® reliance upon
Mr. Seedboig’s cariipaign expertise.and expetierice. To this end, the VGSC website states:

Jerry [Seedborg] has been a keen observer end analyst of the hintory, trends, and
evclvcmg technolegy of electinns aad translates that knowlctdna ity successful
campeign strafegies and competitive game plans. Seedborg Campmgns
consulting firm and statewide Voter Guide Slate Cards combines [sic] time-tested

Based upon the Berman Super PAC’s ﬁrst-quarter 2012 FEC filing declaring “slate mail” as.the
nature of the $23 595 debt owed to VGSC, it is'clear that this debt is for YGSC's drafting,
design, targetmg, produetion, and mailing ofhundreds of thousands of pro-Beérmian slate cards.
Invarlably, all the strategies arid tactical de¢isions in effectuaxmg an effective slate mailer
campaign are inextricably and materially affected by Mr. Seedberg’s concurrent role as:
consultant to Berman for Congress and his intimate knowledge of Berman for Congress’
campaign strategy and message. Examples of the strategic and tactical declsmns needed to
effectuate an effective siate mail campaign iaclude:

(1) Content: What slogans and endorsements to list on thie card as reasons for: voters to
vote for Congressman Berman.

(2) Timing; When to mail the slate cards so as to have the maximum effect given the
timing of Berman for Congress mailers. Does Berman for Congress plan to target
California’s many vote-by-.mail voters, who vole weeks before “election day’*? When
will Bermian for Congress start its advertising so that thie slate mailer is effective?

(3) Targeting: Should slate cards be mailed only to Democrats, or is the Berman for
Congress campaign sending material to Republicans, such that the. slate mafler will
“close the deal™ and attract Republivan votes as aHowed in California’s open
primary? Shauld veters with a history of voting only oocasinnally ba targeted, and
how does: this interfere with the axpected mailing of the Berman for Congress
campaign?

In light of Mr. Seedborg’s and VGSC’s roles as “common vendors” to both Berman for Congress
and.the Berman Super PAC, these pro-Berman slate cards constitute “coordinsted
communications” in violation of 11 CFR 109.21.

Lepal Arpument Setting Forth Respondents’ Violations-of 11 CFR 109:21

With all the publicity shined upon Snper PACs during this election cycle, President Obama, his
presumptive opponent Mitt Romney, and two would-be Republican Presidential nominees—
Newt Gingrich and Rick Sentorum—hava all stressed.that no eng involved. in their campaigns
has had any coritact with those making messaging and expenditure decisions at a Super PAC.

Usilike these Presidential candidates and their respective authorized campaign committees and
Super PACs, Respondents- have ignored this 'ﬁ_;lr,x_da;mantal law, embodied in. 11 CFR:109.21,
prohibiting coordinated commurications. As- dlscqssed in:further detail below, Respondents

violated 11 CFR 109.21°s anti-coordination provisions whea the Berman Super PAC retalned
Berman for Congtess’ consultant Jerry Seedborg and Mr. Seedborg’s company, VGSC, to create

election of Congressman Howard Barman.

Respondents’ actions, as described herein, convincingly meet the three-prong test for
“coordinated communication,” as set forth by 11 CFR 109.21.

#ISIate Cards for Berman.for Congress were Paid for.

The first prong is clearly satisfied because the relevant communications (i.e., pro-Befman slate
cards) have been “paid for, in whele or in yart , by a person other than that candldate, authorized
committee, or political party committee.”’

Here, the Berman Super PAG—an entity that is supposed to be separate from Congressman
Berman and Berman for Congress—incurred a $23,595-debt to VGSC for the drafting, design,
targeting, production; and dissemination-of' pro-Berman slate cards. It is clear that this debt was
incurred for VGSC’s work on slate cards because in its FEC ﬁhng for the $23,595 debt, the
Berman Super PAC lists “slate mail” under “Nature of Debt.” 12 'VGSC stands for “Voter Guide
Slate Cards,” and creating and cffectuating slate card mail campaigns is.its primary business.

Prong #2: The Slate Cavds Expressly Advgeate for Congressmam Berman’s
Candidacy for Federal Office '

11 CFR 109.21(d){@), the third prong, consists of three. component parts that determine whether
a “commereial vendor” is a “cornmon vendor” for, on thie orie hand, a candidate and/or liv/her
campaign, and on the other hand, a:Super PAC.

Here, all three components of Prong #3. are satisfied. because; a) Jerry Seedborg and VGSC are.
“commercial vendors,” as defined in 11 CFR 116.1(c); b) At the same time they have been
retained by the Berman Super PAC to create, produce, target, and/or distribute pro-Berman slate
cards, both VGSC (through owner-and officer Mr. Seedborg) and Mt Seedborg have provided,

“The first pait of Prong #3 requires.a cemplafnant show thar an entity, other than the candidate or
‘his/her campalgn, retained a “commereial véndor™ to create, produce, or distribute a
communication.'” “Commerclal vendor” is defined by 11 CFR 116.1(c) as “any persans

praviding goods or services to a candidate.or pelmcal compmittee whose usual and normal
business involves.the sale, rental, lease or provision of these goods or services.”

Here, it'is clear that the Berman Super PAC retained commercial vendors for the creation,

production, and dnstnbutxon of slate cards. Both Jerry Seedborg and VGSC are commercial
vendors because both are in fhe usual and normal business of producing goods in'the form, of
slate. cards and providing services related to the design and distribution of these slate cards.'®

Accordugly, this: factor is satisfied hecause the:Berman Supar PAC—an entity (supposedly)
‘separate from Congressma.n Berman apd Bemysin for Congress—retsiced commercial vendors
Mr. Seedborgand VGSC at a.cest of $23,595 to cieate; produce;-and distribute ‘pro-Berman slate
cards.

PAC’s coxmnerclal vendor (mcludmg any owner; officer, or- empleyee thereot) hasprovided
consulting services (or any other service enumerited at 11'CFR. 109. 21(d)(4)(u)(A)-(‘I)) toa
candidate or his campaign within 120 days of being retained by the SuperPAC.

Hete, this requiremeit is satisfied because, from at least January 1 to. March 31, 2012, Jerry
‘Seedborg-and VGSC (through officer and owner Jerry Seedborg) provided consulting and other

In response to accusations of such clear coordination involving Jerty Seedberg, Berman for
Congress senior advisor Brandon Hall was quoted on Apri] 20, 2012 by the Los Angeles Times as.
saying, “Jerry Seedborg and [Berman for Congress) parted ways almost two manths ago.”'? This
is.simply untrue, and even if true, would not exculpatec Respondents here.

Bérman for-Congress’ FEC fi ling for January 1 to Match 31, 2012 shows that Bertan for
Congress paid $132,300 for services rendered by Seedborg Campaigns and Mr. Seedbotg, with.

‘the most recent payment of $50,000 on March 20, 201 2% And the Berman Super PAC’s FEC

ﬁlmg for the same period shows a.$23,595 debt to Mr. Seedborg’s company, VGSC, for “slate
mail™" and that debt was incurred before March 31, 2012.

Accordingly, since Mr. Seedborg, both individually and through his companies, provided
consulting and other services to Congressman Berman and Berman for Congress while
concutrently—Ilet slorie within 120 days of-—being retained by the Berman, Super PAC for, “slate
mail,” this. factor is demonstrably satisfied.

COmplamant need not show that Jerry Seedborg was reeeiving iaside information or provndmg
strategic advice to Berman for Congress on the exact day he was strategizing and designing a
slate mailer program for the Berman Super PAC. FEC regulations (e.g., 11 CFR 109.21(d)(4))
provide & 120-day rule. Coordinaticn exists whaa a commion vendor (including any owner or
officer theigof—in this case, J erry Seedborg and VGSC) has provided any of the following
services to the “authorized campaign committee” (Berman for Congress) “during the previous
120 days:...Developing the confent of a public communication; producing a public
commumcauon, .developing voter lists or mailing list” (such as selectmg which voters are to
receive a particular slate card).

Producmg, and/or Dlstrni;utlig Pro-Berman Slate Card

The final part of Prong #3, 11 CFR 109.21(d)(4)(iii), is satisfied if a complmmmt demonstrates
that the “commereial vendor uses or conveys....information about the campaign plans, projects,
activities, ot needs-of the clearly identified candidate...and that information is material to the
creation, production, or distribiition of the cerimunication.”

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Prong #3°s final part is clearly satisfied here. Asowner and officer of VGSC, Jerry Seedborg is
paid by the Berman Super PAC to stmtegize, design, target, apd produce hundreds of thousands
of sldte cards touting Gongressman Berrman. Mr. Seedborg will decide what parts of
Congressman Berman’s record and which of his endorsements to feature on these slate cards..
Mr. Seedborg will also decide to which. voters to mail the slate cards and when to do se—all.
material sfrategic decisions in 4 mail-driven campaign.

And supposedly, Mr. Séedborg will do all this without knowing what advice he has personally
given Berman for Congress—-advnce for which.he and Seedborg Campaigns have received over
$132,000. Such a scenario-is possnble only if Mr. Seedborg’s mind was cleared-of all knowledge
of the Betroan.for Congress campaign plan, which was possible aaly in the mevie: Total Recall.

While a corisultant for Bermian for Congress, Mr. Seedborg undoubtedly hias becn exposed ta and
has strategized about “campaign plans, projects, activities, or needs.” After all, hefty payments
to Mr. Seedborg-and Seedborg Campaigns totaling $132,300. over only a three-morith petiod.
clearly were not for de minimis functions, but rather could only be for Mr. Seedborg’s strategy,
advice, and handling of other sensitive campaign matters (e.g., campaign message).

'With non-public, insider information in tow, Mr. Seedberg has been concurrently retained by the
Berman Super PAC to create, produce, and/or distribute pro-Berman slate cards. As previously
asserted herein, the content (e.g., particular slogans, endorsements) on these pro-Berman slate
cards, the recipierits of thesa state cards, and the timing of the mailings dre twxtrionbly. and
materially affected by Mr. Seedborg’s ¢oncurrent role ds consultant to Berman for Congless arid
his intimate knowledge of Berman for Congress’ ¢ampaign strategy and message

Accordingly, this factor and the previous two fattors comprising Prong #3 are satisfied: As
Prongs #1 and #2 are also satisfied, this Complaint has demonstrated that Respondents have
vielated 11 CFR 109.21°s bar on coordinated commuuiications.

Conclusion.
In light of this crystal clear caseé of coprdinted. cerrmaications, I reapectfully request that the

Commission investigate this matter and penalize Resporidents for their wenton violations.of
federal election [aw.

‘New "'s.upe-.rm.PAC" forms to back Howard Berman

A new "super PAC" emerged this month to back the candidacy of Rep. Howard Berman, the adverfisement
California Democrat 'who faces a tough reelection battle in part because he must compete

‘with a neighboring San Fernando Valley Deniocrat, Rep. Brad Sherman, for a newly redrawn

cangressjanal seat.

The new super PAC, set up through a California law firm, may be yet another sigh of the wave of money
that will hit not only Berman's race, but others as well.

Details of the new super PAC, called the Valley-Israel Alliance, were hard to come by but its very

existenice, ontop-of a handfiil of others, niay sighal new power for these "supei” groups -- that can:

accept unlimited donations from individuals, corporations and unions, They have emerged already to _
bacle nemxly evary major presidential pandidate. Now they are emerging in congressional coniests, and
reforn advocates are sounding apeplectic.

Alawyer for thie new group said it represents a coaljtion of U.S. and pro-Israel interests acting
"independently supporting Howard Betman's reelection." The lawyer, Brad Hertz of the Sutton Law
Group, declined to provide further details on the group's backers or its fundraising plans. His colleague,
Jesse Mainardi, serves as freasuter of the group and signed the filings submitted to the Federal Election
Coimnission last week..

"Qur campaign does aot know Jesse Mainardi, ner do. we know his activities er intentions, and
Corigressman Berman is certainly nat planning on attétiding eny events or fiind-raisers liosted by his
organization," said the comgressmian's campaign manager, Michael Berman.

The FEC registration this month represents formation of one of the first super PACs for a specific House
candidate. At least one has been. registered on behalf of a Senate incumbent, Utah Republican Sen. Orriti
Hatch, And several have been set up to promote groups of candidates, such as one benefiting the
so-cdlled Young Guns, the nickname for conservative freshmen Republicans:

Under terms of the Supreme Court's Citizens United decision and subsequent interpretations by the
Faderal Eleetion Comxmss:on, these new soper PACs awst be technically independent of candidates and
their official campaigps. This.year hns seen establishment of super PACs eonmncted to presidentiot
candidates. Many are run by former political aides to the candidates.

The emergence of these big-dollar campaign advocacy committees. is distressiag to reformers, who say it
